In his complaint the plaintiff, B. S. Rembaugh, states that on May 8, 1894, he 
was owner of lots 5 and 6, in block 26, Sedalia, and the Enterprise Mill building, 
machinery, fixtures and improvements thereon; that he was 
then engaged in the 
milling business and in the sale of grain, and had an extensive trade. 
He says he 
was doing a successful business in flour and other mill products, when on M ay 8th 
1894, W . A. Latimer, as receiver of the First National Bank, 
attached the prop­ 
erty to recover an alleged indebtedness due from the Enterprise Milling Company 
to the bank. 
R. H. Moses, F. W . Shultz and W . H Powell, Jr., were securities on L ati­ 
mer’s bond for $52,000 in the attatchment syit which was dismissed at the October 
term of court. 
Plaintiff says that by closing of the mill under the attatchment his prosperous 
business was wholly destroyed, and he suffered great loss 
thereby, and was dam­ 
aged to the extent of $52,000, for which sum and costs suit is brought.
